New VUsrcy's rte--L: st. 


Peking. Dec. 7.—The p--i"-sipa' ob- 


ject of the visit to Peking cf Yuan Shi 
Kai. the new viceroy of Chi-Li. who 
arrived here Dec. 3, is to i-aace the 
foreign powers to relinquish their con- 
trol of the government of Tien Tsin. 
Yuan Shi Kai has assured ail the min- 
isters of the foreign powers here that 
he is personally able and r.-ii;ing to 
maintain order at Tien Tsin and in 
the province. The Russian. American 
and J^anese ministers are inclined 
to comply with this suggestion of the 
viceroy, but the majority of the for- 
eign representatives insist that the 
powers retain control of Tien Tsin un- 
til the re-establishment of the Chinese 
court at Peking.

St. Petersburg. Dec. 7.—A statement

I am 
far removed from declaring a tariff^ 
war with the United States, but we" 
must preserve our self-respect, we do 
not need foreign countries. Who will 
stand the damage if no commercial 
treaties are made with, the United 
States? Clearly the United States."
